The Cursor 

The Hourglass Lany cursor means the game is presently busy. Wait a 
moment and the Diagonal Larry cursor will appear. Move il around. When 
a Pointing Larry cursor appears, click to move in the direction indicated. 
When Lany does his famous Travolla Lany pose (made famous in 
“Saturday Night Lever”), you've found something to click on. 

Hold your Travolta Lany cursor still and a ToolTip may appear. 

Right click anywhere to bring ii]:t the main menu. See The Right Click 
Menu section.

CYBERLARRY 2000™ has but one pui'pose; to make you smile. Lany 
installed one of these '‘mechanical Lanys" in eveiy room, just so he could 
tell you pre-recorded bad jokes. 

Preview Your On-Line Appearance 

Click the miiTor to see yourself as others see you. Click the buttons to preview 
the diffei'ent emotions you can express. When you chat on-line, tliese buttons 
appear in the chat windows Click a button (or type the equivalent “cmoticoif ) 
and your on-line face expresses that emotion while your text is displayed. 

When yoif re ready for the casino downstairs, move your cursor to the but- 
torn of the screen until you see the downward-pointing Lany cursor. (Or, 
right-click your mouse anywhere and select “Map” from the menu.) Note: 
vou can’t leave your room withoiU purchasing a “persona” from the 
CYBERSHOP 2000™-

Click the right button of your mouse anywhere in the game's graphics area 
and a menu appears.

Just go in the 
game and twdddle around. You won’t break the game and you'll quickly 
figure out exactly what everything does. 
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Go On-Line 

...connects you to the Internet and our exclusive Leisure Suit Larry's 
Casino seiTer on World Opponent Network. You need a working modem 
and Internet service provider. (Setting up your modem, Windows, Internet 
access, etc. is beyond the scope of this insert. As Leisure Suit Larry Laffer 
would say the morning after, “Sony, baby! You're on your own.”) 

But, once you have Internet access and your browser working, then right- 
click an>^vhere in the game and select “Go On-Line.” You’ll be asked to 
enter your name and password, then fill in some information for WON.net 
That’s all there is to it. 

From then on, just enter your name and password (if necessary) and click 
“Enter” and you’ll be in Lariy's Casino. Note: each WON.net member has 
a unique inventoiy, hotel room and bankroll, so be sure you sign on the 
same way every time. And your on-line stuff is completely separate from 
your off-line practice stuff. There's no way to mix the two.

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On-Line and Off-Line 


I think gambling on-line is the greatest, especially on our forever-free 
World Opponent Network. So Team Lany added some special bonus areas 
to the casino, areas that only function on-line. If you haven’t got Internet 
service yet, sign up now. Everyone I know' who has it. would never be 
without it again. 

But don’t worry if you don’t have ‘Net access. Larry's Casino is a com- 
plete gambling sim even without the added attractions listed here. 

What more could an on-line gambling sim offer, besides gambling? 
Community. Spirit. Real people. A virtual economy. Unlimited chat, in 
many different situations. Social interaction. These places give you places 
to chat, to spend your winnings, and to earn back money you’ve lost. 

If you enter any of these places while off-line, you’ll be given the oppor- 
tunity to go on-line. By all means, try Larry's Casino on-line. It’s a whole 
other game. 

Note: your off-line bankroll is strictly “practice” money. It has nothing to 
do with your on-line bankroll. If you lose all your off-line money, we’ll 
just give you more. But on-line is more realistic: lose everything on-line 
and you'll have to earn it back.

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WON Gaming 

When you arri^■'e at 
WON, net, you see three 
main frairies, plus, on the 
left a panel of buttons 
listing actions you may 
take while on-line.

bers’' in a hierarchical list. 

The light frame lists other 
players in the satne room 
as yon. 'I'he lower frame is 
a scrolling chat buffeu 

You begin in “H,ie Lobby,'' where tliere's notiiing to do but chat with 
others just coming on-line. You see a list of all the ''Rooms’' in Lany's Casiuo, fol- 
lowed by a number in parenthesis indicating how many player's are in that room. 
Indented below each room ar'C the players and games widiin it. To play a game, 
yon join a room, then join a game. Your name will then appear beb’w that game. 

Let’s begin by creating your own game, Since all the games work similar- 
ly, ITl use Poker as an example. Scroll down until you see 'Toker, 
No Limit’' in the window. Doiibi e-click it. Your name appears below' it, 
indicating you are 'hn" the poker room. In the button panel on the left, click 
the "Ci'eate Game” button. Name youi' game and click ''Okay.” Now^' your 
name appears under your game's name in the poker room. That's it, youN'e 
created a game. Hope someone joins you. 



To join a game already in progress, scroll down, find a game you’d like to 
join and double-click it, (Be sure you click "games” and not "rooms."’) 
If there is space in the gajue and its members accejn yoiu yoiiVe in. 

Note: it is unnecessary to ever click the "Create Room*' button, as Team 
La try has already done all that work for youJ 

Chat 

Tliere are two separate \vays to chat on-line. One is throught the WON.net 
interface whth othei’S i]i the same WON.net room as you. The other is w'i th- 
in the Larry i' Casino game world. 

In the WON.net interface 

WON has both private and public chat, available through tlie buttons in the 
bottom frame, "Public" chat goes to e\'er^’oiie in the same room. They are list- 
ed in the right-hand frame. To send a private message, first select a person in 
the right -baud frame, type your message, then click the "Private” button. 

In the Casino 

Press Enter to biing up the chat window. Type your message. Press Enter again to 
send it. If you click one of the "ejnoticon” buttons or type an emoticon in your 
message, your persona’s face will show that emotion. You can change the height 
of the chat window by dragging its lower edge to show more of the conversation. 
If you prefer, the chat log can iTemain displayed; change it m the Options menu.

. . .is only open during on-line play since you must upgrade your room using on- 
line money So don't expect to see Laiiy show up here if you're playing off-line. 
However, if you upgrade your room on-line, it will I’emain upgi-aded off-line. On 
the map, the Front Desk is in the shape of a Spade. 

Restaurants and Bars 

...are only open during on-line play. They are great places to purchase 
virtual food or drink with your on-line winnings, while chatting with your 
ojr-line buddies. On your casino map, Circles indicate Bars, and Clahs 
indicate Restaurants. Get together a group of buddies and chat to your 
heart s con- tent for only a few virtual Lanybiicks! 

Wedding Chapel 

. . .is for on-line, virtual mamages, Buy a license in the Gift Shop, give it to 
your on-line partner and tell all your friends when you ’re going to the 
Chapel. Leisure Suit Lany will many you in style. It’s guaranteed to be 
unlike any wedding you've ever seen! On the map, die Chapel is shaped 
like (w'hat else?), a Heart.
